Not In Critical Mood. 


"To make party government effec- 


tive," said the president, "the mem- 
bers of that party should surrender 
their personal predelictions of com- 
paratively less importance.

I pointed out 
that tt had -*eea 10 years prior to 
that time that the Dingier bill had 
been passed; .that great changes had 
taken place In the conditions sur- 
rounding the productions of the farm, 
the factory aad the mine, and that 
under the theory of protection In that 
time the rates imposed in the Ding- 
ier hill to many Instances might 
bare become excessive; that is, 
might have been greater than UK dif- 
ference betweem the cost of produc- 
tion abroad mad the cost of produc- 
tion at home, with a sufficient allow- 
ance for a reasonable rate of profit 
to the ABMrtcaa producer-
